President Lincoln's JTesssge and Amnesty Proc-
lamation were irenerally retarded aa impracticable.

The Liverpool Post says that Lord Lyons, in a
message to Earl Rosseli, predicts the termination
of the war in three months.

The message of Jeff. Davis is regarded a show-
ing ne signs of yielding oa the part of the South.

It is stated that the rebel Government have made
due provisions for the payment of the $75,000 cot
ton loan bonds, to be drawn for in March.

The rebel Financial European Agent writes to
the London Morning Herald to show that the Rich-
mond suthoritiea axe taking measures to support
their credit- -

It is stated that M. Luferve, th new rebel envoy
to France, has a mission to aotify the French Gov-

ernment of the recognition by the Confederate
Government of the empire of Mexico; also, to try
and persuade the Emperor Kapeleon to recognize
toe booth m return xor such acknowledgment.

The HolsUin queetioa remains without changes.
It is supposed Denmark would not forcibly oppose
the Y eueral execution. In faet it is stated that the
Danish troops will be withdrawn from Holstetn, but
the King of Denmark will not acknowledge the
rederal execution.

The Liverpool Post says, we consider ourselves
in a position to state that Lord Lyons, in a dispatch
to Earl Busseil from Washington, announces that
the war will be terminated within the next three
months. The Confederates being in the greatest
extremities, wilt nave speedily to propose an armis-
tice. In our information we have the fullest pos
sible confidence. Lincoln s proclamation has refer-
ance to fact on which Lord Lyons grounded his
concision.

The srnoosis of Lideoln's Message and Procla
mation received by the Arabia, via Halifax, at-

tracted general comment. The London Times
looks upon the Message as warlike, and says the
effect of the whole document, amnesty included,
resembles that of the last battle.

The offer of peace is on terms that ean not be
accepted. The whole question still depends on the
fortunes or the war.

It may be gratifying to the North to be formally
assured that the Government is strone andauceess
ful enough to offer an amnesty, but it is evident
that Lincoln anticipates no pacific result, nor does
the Secretary of the Treasury, who looks forward
still to two years' war expenditures.

Commercial circles in New York appear to share
his misgivings, the premium on gold baring risen
under tnc message.

It is reported that France, in response to the
Russian reply relative to a Congress, and proposed
a Conference of Ministers as preliminary to the
meeting of Sovereigns. Another statement is that
France, in a note to the Swiss Government, says
the deeided programme will be drawn up and sub-

sequently communicated to the different govern
ments.

Polish telegrams continued to report engage
ments and insurgent successes. Three insurgent
leaders had been hung at Uzzenu
